Entombed By Explosion In Colliery al 


Yolande, Ala. 


Birminghai^i. Ala.. Dec. 17.—Advices 
from Yolande Indicate that about 70 
men met death by an explosion in the 
mines At that place. 
The work of re- 
covery is slow. Thirty-five bodies have 
been recovered. 
Fewer than 100 men 
were in the mine. 


The cause of the explosion has not 
been officially determined. 
The mine 
has been pronounced free from gas by 
state inspectors and it is Buppose<l that 
the explosion was caused by dust. 
For 
two hours after the explosion it was 
impossible to venture even near the 
mouth of the mine, so hot was the air 
that rushed out. 


The explosion was below the second 
right sub-entry. 
The mines go down 
something like 1500 feet. There was a 
terriiic explosion, the force was made 
known outside by the dust and timbers 
that were blown out in great quanti- 
ties, destroying small buildings nearby 
and landing some distance away. There 
was a terrific heat near the shaft after 
the explosion. 


Officers of the mining company im- 
mediately took steps to start a rescue 
party to get to the men on the inside. 
The fans were started and other means 
employed to eliminate the bad 
air. 
Within an hour 14 men had crawled 
out of the mine and their description 
of the interior 
conditions was terri- 
ble. 
Several of these men were se- 
verely burned.

Birmingham, Ala., Dec, 17.—Advices 
from Yolande indicate that about 70 
men met death by an explosion in the 
mines at that place.

Thirty-five bodies have 
been recovered. 
Fewer than 100 men 
were in the mine. 


The cause of the explosion has not 
been officially determined. 
The mine 
| has been pronounced free from gas by 
state inspectors and it is supposed that 
the explosion was caused by dust.

two hours after the explosion it was 
impossible to venture even near the 
mouth of the mine, so hot was the air 
that rushed out. 


The explosion was below the second 
right sub-entry.

Fire Again Breaks Out In Wrecked 
Miner at Monongah, W. Va. 


Monongah, W. Va., Dec. 13.—The 
search in mines Nos. 6 and 8, of the 
Fairmont Coal company for victims 
of last week’s explosion was suspend­ 
ed, partly because fire had broken out 
again in mine No. 8 and partly be­ 
cause practically every section of the 
two mines had been explored and it 
was not believed that further search 
along the same lines would result in 
the finding of more bodies. 


Three hundred and thirty-eight bod­ 
ies have been removed. 


The condition of the bodies thus far 
recovered is horrible. Many are dis- 
membered, some are fearfully crush 
ed and the rest are blackened and 
burned beyond recognition. The body 
of J. M. McGraw, pit boss, and one 
of the best known mining men in 
West Virginia, was recovered in mine 
No. 8. It was headless and otherwise 
disfigured, identification having been 
made by the clothing and the shoes 
he wore.

It.might lead, for 
instance, to a condition of affairs in which teachers, in common with other 
wage earners, would be forced to choose between a catch-as-catch can scram- 
ble for office and preferment, and a union of forces for the advancement of their 
interests. In the forn.er case we should have the edifying spectacle of the ed- 
ucaiois of our youth engaged in a tooth-and-nail struggle to keep the 
wolf 


from the door, of the men and women entrusted with the task of making 
men and women of om children playing the roles of subservient trucklers, and 
lick-spittles, and cowardly beggars. In the other event, we should have the 
equally edifying spectacle of the leaders of inn, our trainrs for sociay effi- 
ciency and high thinking, forced to pursue the destructive tactics of the trades 
unions, forced, that is, to fight the state whose future citizens have been en- 
trusted to their molding. 


When it comes to paying higher salaries, the taxpayers' representatives 


can glibly tell the teachers that if they don't like the conditions they don't 
ne^d to stay. But if, after a thorough deliberation, the teachers should decide 
that they did not like the conditions, and all agreed to step out on the same 
day, whai consternation, what a wailing, what a gnashing of teeth there would 
be!

f two or tnree years for the past ten years different in- 


dividuals and steamboat companies have put into operation 


1 '. one or more packets—modern steamboats—to ply between 


< ' St. Lcuis and various points up the Missouri River. These 


packets have uniformly charged a freight rate approximat- 
ing 60 percent of the rate charged by the railroads for the 
same class of freight to and from the same points. In no 
case has this service been continued for more than a period 
of a few months, for the operators of these steamboats 


found that they were losing money. But others, after a lapse of several 
months, or a few years, have tried it and put other boats into operation in 
Jie hope of a profitable business. 


Those who are in a position to observe and who are familiar with old 


and new conditions believe the cause of the failure of this business to pay 
is that people of the present day and time are accustomed to and prefer cer- 
tain and quick transit even at an additional expense. In the "old river days," 
with undeveloped country, from ten to twenty packets plied between St. 
Louis and Missouri River points, and the business was profitable and several 
substantial fortunes were accumulated by steamboat owners. But railroads 
lave changed conditions materially. An additional cause contributing to 
"allure in the steamboat business is the fact that for weeks at a time during 
the winter season the river is not navigable on account of Ice. 


Many of the old steamboat captains aud pilots who spent-the better years 


of their lives on the Missouri River and who are among the most skilled 
river men in this country, have been forced out of employment, while others 
now operate small ferryboats. Still others have passed away, leaving no 
successors.

Prof. Fessenden began his work up- 


on this problem in 1898, while car- 
rying on his investigation In wireless 
telegraphy.

VERY two or tnree years for the past ten years different in- 
dividuals and steamboat companies have put into operation 
. one or more packets—modern steamboats—to ply between 
St. L/Ouis and various points up the Missouri River. 
These 
packets have uniformly charged a freight rate approximat- 
ing 60 percent of the rate charged by the railroads for the 
same class of freight to and from the same points. In no 
case has this service been continued for more than a period 
of a few months, for the operators of these steamboats 
found that they were losing money. 
But others, after a lapse of several 
months, or a few years, have tried it and put other boats into operation in 
the hope of a profitable business. 


Those who are in a position to observe and who are familiar with old 
and hew conditions believe the cause of the failure of this business to pay 
is that people of the present day and time are accustomed to and prefer cer- 
tain and quick transit even at an additional expense, in the "old river days," 
with undeveloped country, from ten to twenty packets plied between St. 
Louis and Missouri River points, and the business was profitable and several 
substantial fortunés were accumulated by steamboat owners. 
But railroads 
have changed conditions materially. An additional cause contributing to 
failure In the steamboat business Is the fact that for weeks at a time during 
the winter season the river is not navigable on account of ice. 


Many of the old steamboat captains and pilots who spent-the better years 
of their lives on the Missouri River and who are among the most skilled 
river men in this country, have been forced out of employment, while others 
now operate small ferryboats. 
Still others have passed away, leaving no 
successors. 


"While conditions are slightly better on the Mississippi River above St, 
Louis at the present time, it is believed that river transportation In a few 
years will be a thing of the past. 
These reasons were advanced by (Congress- 
man Burton of the Deep Waterways Commission, and he doubted if the peo- 
ple of the upper Mississippi would use a deeper channel enough to warrant 
construction. 


The crescent-shaped 
sand 
dunes 
which move in thousands across the 
desert of Islay, near La Joya. Peru, 
have been investigated by astronomer 
S. L Bailey, who founi the points of 
a crescent to be 160 feet apart, while 
the convex side measured 477 feet and 
the greatest width was more than 100 
feet. The estimated weight was 8.000 
tons, yet it was carried 125 feet a 
year by the prevailing south winds.

Prof. Fcssenden's Sound Wave Appara- 
tus 


Prof. Fessenden began his work up- 
on this problem in 1898, while car- 
rying on his investigation in wireless 
telegraphy. At this time scientists had 
developed three distinct methods of 
sending electromagnetic waves off into 
space from a tall mast, or antenna, aa 
it is technically termed. 
Experiments 
showed that none of these methods 
would do for telephony. 
They gave 
single waves, separated by distinct in- 
tervals. This was not harmful to wire- 
less telegraphy, where signals consist 
of a series of clicks, but such single 
waves were useless for transmitting 
words the continuity of which must 
not be broken. 
He decided that what 
was needed was a means for producing 
long trains of waves, and devised ap- 
paratus for this purpose. 


Prof, Fessenden surmounted the dif- 
ficulties, and designed a machine which 
would give the desired electrical re- 
sults, and It Is now In use, the rotat- 
ing field making 10,000 revolutions per 
minute, and has for weeks been giving 
off an electrical current which changes 
Its direction no less than 50,000 times 
a second. 


Apparatus for receiving the voice en- 
ergy is of a comparatively simple char- 
acter. An antenna is erected to divert 
to earth a portion of the energy in the 
electromagnetic waves, and condens- 
ers, built up of plates of a metal which 
is a good conductor of electricity, sep- 
arated by layers of air, together with 
coils of wire, are connected In such a 
way as to tune the antenna to the 
same electrical pitch as the one at the 
sending station, .Once this tuning ap- 
paratus has been adjusted electrical 
oscillations are set up in the 
circuit 
when subjected to the repeated impact 
of the waves. In the same way that the 
repeated sounding of a note on a musi- 
cal instrument will set in vibration 
other objects which give out a similar 
tone. In this receiving circuit, through 
which passes the energy absorbed from 
the waves. Is included some receiving 
device which will respond to every 
slightest fluctuation of electrical cur- 
rent 
The effect of this receiving de- 
vice is to magnify the weak 
flurrua- 
tions, giving them sufliicient strength 
to operate an ordinary telephonev re- 
ceiver. The latter instrument retrans- 
forms the electrical waves lijto sound 
waves, which unite to produce words 
similar to those spoken into the dis- 
tant transmitter.—Harper's weekly.

HROUGH the smoke (or rather the dust) and confusion or 
the agitation emerges at this juncture the unruifled and dig­ 
nified figure of the Business Man, in the guise of a ‘'Com­ 
mission^- of Education.“ To him the women's talk about 
equal pay for equal work is sentimental moonshine, and of 
course he is not going to yield to it. To him the arguments 
of the men are not only too academic, but quite beside the 
mark. 


He can see no reason why the employe, man or woman, 
old or young, married or single, train or untrained, should be paid one cent 
more than that sum for which you can get him, or a substitute, to work for. 
He need not pay more in his private business, andso he need not do it, he 
thinks, in the city’s business . 


The outcome of the workings of this theory is rather hard to predict Its 
rigid application might lead to some disagreeable results. It.might lead, for 
instance, to a condition of affairs In which teachers, in common with other 
wage earners, would be forced to choose between a catch-as-catch can scram­ 
ble for office and preferment, and a union of forces for the advancement of their 
interests. In the former case we should have the edifying spectacle of the ed­ 
ucators of our youth engaged in a tooth-and-nail struggle to keep the wolf 
from the door, of the men and women entrusted with the 
task of making 
men and women of our children playing the roles of subservient trucklers, and 
lick-spittles, and cowardly beggars. In the other event, we should have the 
equally edifying spectacle of the leaders of mn, our trainrs for sociay effi­ 
ciency and high thinking, forced to pursue the destructive tactics of the trades 
unions, forced, that is, to fight the state whose future citizens have been en­ 
trusted to their molding. 


When it comes to paying higher salaries, the taxpayers' representatives 
can glibly tell the teachers that if they don't like the conditions they don’t 
ne^d to stay. But if, after a thorough deliberation, the teachers should decide 
that they did not like the conditions, and all agreed to step out on the same 
day, what consternation, what a wailing, what a gnashing of teeth there would 
be! 
Mercenaries! Traitors! Contract-breakers! Time-servers! 
Greedy men 
and women, unworthy to be Teachers, for Teachers should be devoted to their 
work and not think of money!

VERY two or tnree years for the past ten years different in­ 
dividuals and steamboat companies have put into operation 
one or more packets—modern steamboats—to ply between 
St. Louis and various points up the Missouri River. 
These 
packets have uniformly charged a freight rate approximat­ 
ing 60 percent of the rate charged by the railroads for the 
same class of freight to and from the same points. In no 
case has this service been continued for more than a period 
of a .few months, for the operators of these steamboats 
found that they were losing money. But others, after a lapse of several 
months, or a few years, have tried it and put other boats into operation in 
the hope of a profitable business. 


Those who are in a position to observe and who are familiar with old 
and hew conditions believe the cause of the failure of this business to pay 
is that people of the present day and time are accustomed to and prefer cer­ 
tain and quick transit even at an additional expense. In the “old river days,“ 
with undeveloped country, from ten to twenty packets plied between St. 
Louis and Missouri River points, and the business was profitable and several 
substantial fortunes were accumulated by steamboat owners. But railroads 
have changed conditions materially. An additional cause contributing to 
failure in the steamboat business is the fact that for weeks at a time during 
the winter season the river is not navigable on account of ice. 


Many of the old steamboat captains and pilots who spent'the better years 
of their lives on the Missouri River and who are among the most skilled 
river men in this country, have been forced out of employment, while others 
now operate small ferryboats. 
Still others have passed away, leaving no 
successors. 


While conditions are slightly better on the Mississippi River above St. 
Louis at the present time, it is believed that river transportation In a few 
years will be a thing of the past. These reasons were advanced by Congress­ 
man Burton of the Deep Waterwa3's Commission, and he doubted if the peo­ 
ple of the upper Mississippi would use a deeper channel enough to warrant 
construction. 


The crescent-shaped 
sand 
dunes 
which move in thousands across the 
desert of Islay, near La Joya, Peru, 
have been investigated by astronomer 
S. I. Bailey, who founl the points of 
a crescent to be 160 feet apart, while 
the convex side measured 477 feet and 
the greatest width was more than 100 
feet. The estimated weight was 8,000 
tons, yet it was carried 125 feet a 
year by the prevailing south winds.

Prof. Fessenden's Sound Wave Appara­ 
tus 


Prof. Fessenden began his work up­ 
on this problem in 1898, while car­ 
rying on his investigation in wireless 
telegraphy. At this time scientists had 
developed three distinct methods 
of 
sending electromagnetic waves off into 
space from a tall mast, or antenna, as 
it is technically termed. Experiments 
showed that none of these methods 
would do for telephony. 
They gave 
single waves, separated by distinct in­ 
tervals. This was not harmful to wire­ 
less telegraphy, where signals consist 
of a series of clicks, but such single 
waves were useless for transmitting 
words the continuity of which must 
not be broken. 
He decided that what 
was needed was a means for producing 
long trains of waves, and devised ap­ 
paratus for this purpose. 


Prof. Fessenden surmounted the dif­ 
ficulties, and designed a machine which 
would give the desired electrical re­ 
sults, and It is now in use, the rotat­ 
ing field making 10,000 revolutions per 
minute, and has for weeks been giving 
off an electrical current which changes 
its direction no less than 50,000 times 
a second. 


Apparatus for receiving the voice en­ 
ergy is of a comparatively simple char­ 
acter. An antenna is erected to divert 
to earth a portion of the energy in the 
electromagnetic waves, and condens­ 
ers, built up of plates of a metal which 
is a good conductor of electricity, sep­ 
arated by layers of air, together with 
coils of wire, are connected in such a 
way as to tune the antenna to 
the 
same electrical pitch as the one at the 
sending station. .Once this tuning ap­ 
paratus has been adjusted electrical 
oscillations are set up in the 
circuit 
when subjected to the repeated impact 
of the waves, in the same way that the 
repeated sounding of a note on a musi­ 
cal instrument will set in vibration 
other objects which give out a similar 
tone. In this receiving circuit, through 
which passes the energy absorbed from 
the waves, is included some receiving 
device which will respond 
to every 
slightest fluctuation of electrical cur­ 
rent 
The effect of this receiving de­ 
vice is to magnify the weak fluctua­ 
tions, giving them sufficient strength 
to operate an ordinary telephone^ re­ 
ceiver. The latter instrument retrans­ 
forms the electrical waves l:uto sound 
waves, which unite to produce words 
similar to those spoken into the dis­ 
tant transmitter.—Harper’s weekly.

Beginning January 1, 190S, the For­ 
est Service, in co-operation with the 
Geological Survey, will begin an im­ 
portant series of tests to determine 
the relative fuel value of woods found 
in the national forests. 
Experts will 
compare the full value of wood with 
that of minerals, taking a portable 
outfit with a 25 to 50-horsepower steam 
boiler to places where wood is the 
chief fuel and get by experiments the 
amount of steam developed by differ­ 
ent metnods of burning wood. 


In the laboratories of the Geologi­ 
cal Survey tests will be made to de­ 
termine whether firewood composed of 
knotty tops and limbs of saw timber 
has not as great, if not greater fuel 
value than the trunks. This would be 
a sensiffte, saving step in forestry, util­ 
izing waste products that are usually 
left to decay by ignorant or indifferent 
lumberers. 
This test, should it bring 
the desired results, will mean the sav­ 
ing of many millions of dollars to the 
country each yc.t . and bring i:\to eco­ 
nomical use every portion of the felled 
tree.

The ill st steps toward the practi­ 
cal adoption of submarines in modern 
fleets were taken in France. The ilym- 
note of 1886 was the earliest example. 
She was about sixty feet long and 
weighed about thirty tons. 
When sub­ 
merged she had a speed of six knots, 
and at the surfacn rather more. 
She 
was. propelled by electric motors, cur­ 
rent for which was supplied by storage 
batteries. 


This vessel was followed by the 
Gustave Zede in 1891, a vessel 14S 
feet in length, weighing 265 tons, and 
having a speed of eleven knots at the 
surface and eight knots under water. 
Considerable difficulties arose on the 
trials and several years were occupied 
in overcoming them. 
Ultimately suc­ 
cess was attained, and the experience 
gained helped forward the rapid de­ 
velopment of submarines in the French 
navy that followed upon the Fashoda 
incident in 1898.

days in the year. 


The oxj'-acetylene blow-pipe, in rc- 
cent tests, has yielded temperature^ 
as high as 7000 degrees P., while the 
oxy-hydrogen flame gives 
only 3000 
to 4500 degrees. 
A cubic meter of 
acetylene was found to develop about 
fifty-seven thousand 
British 
thermal 
units against about twelve thousand 
for a like quantity of hydrogen. In 
PJurope the oxy-acetylene blow-pipe is 
employed on a large ^scale in welding, 
and proves very satisfactory. 


The automatic production of wire 
fencing in continuous rolls is a late 
development in electric Avoiding. Gal- 
vanized • "wires • are fed from reels, ar- 
ranged vertically and parallel to each 
other, and from another reel placed 
transversely 
to these arc cut off 
lengths of wire, which are fed horizon- 
tally across the vertical wires. 
At the 
points of intersectica of tlie horizontal 
and vertical wires, welds ai'e made by 
means of small transformers. Tho 
welded section is then moved fonvard 
a regulated distance, and the operation 
is repeated. 


To Make a Canary Sinr* 


Oenerally any kind of soft, sibilant 
noise will tempt a bird to sing. A ca- 
nai\v hung in a kitchen will usually 
. start his sunii' if ho hears, say, the 
frizzling of a frying pan. 
We utilize 
special devices to tempt the shy sing- 
er, who is, perhaps, rendered tho more 
bashful l)y iindlng himself in novel 
surroundings. 
For this purpose we 
employ 
whistles 
and song organs, 
which arlificialiy reproduce the "tours" 
of the roller. 
This latter method is 
found to be Irresistible when all other 
plans have failed. 
Tho bird feels ap- 
parently that he is being challenged, 
and forthwith responds to the chal- 
lenge by pouring forth the best of his 
song.—London Post,

It is a phenomenon which, 
on its face, is rather hard to account 
for. Other things being equal, crimes 
of this sort ought, seemingly, to de- 
crease with every Increase of popu- 
lation. 
At the same time, as has -been 
shown by enumeration this year, tho 
net increase of ¡jopulation has been 
accompanied in many of our Stales 
by an actual loss of population over 
large tracts of country. 
Thus the 
area of sparse population, and there- 
fore of favorable opportunities for the 
"road agent," is growing larger. Tha^ 
tliis alone would -account for such an 
IniCi-ease a s the statistics 
show is 
hardly 
possible, however, 
especially 
since a large iwrtion of the hold-ups 
undoubtedly occur in the outlying 
parts of cities. 
Some 
sociologist 
jBhould find a congenial task in work- 
ing out tthe underlying causes.

AN AUTO FIRE ENGINE. 


With Which the Milan Fire Brigade 


Is Experimenting. 


The Miian fire brigade has also ex- 


pei imented recently \vitb. a steam au- 
tomobile pumping engine bought re- 
cently from a firm in Saxony. 
The 


chassis, a U-shaped frame, resting oa 
springs attached to the axles, carries 
the Loller, the motor, and the mech- 
anises for the propulsion of the car 
and for the pump. The rear wheels 
of the engine have a diameter of 3 feet. 
The front wheels have solid India- 
rubber tires, while the large wheels 
have double =olid tires. 


A special friction differential appara-

The pump is 
a two-cylinder machine. The fuel can 
be either coal or petroleum; but pet- 
roleum is found much more conveni- 
ent, as the stoker only turns the tap 
on and the flame is immediately work- 
ing.

AN AUTO FIRE ENGINE. 


With Which the Milan Fire Brigade 
Is Experimenting. 


The Milan fire brigade has also ex­ 
perimented recently with a steam au­ 
tomobile pumping engine bought re­ 
cently from a firm in Saxony. 
The 
chassis, a U-shaped frame, resting on 
springs attached to the axles, carries 
the boiler, the motor, and the mech­ 
anisms for the propulsion of the 
car 
and for the pump. 
The rear wheels 
of the engine have a diameter of 3 feet. 
The front wheels have solid India- 
rubber tires, while the large 
wheels 
have double solid tires. 


A special friction differential appara­ 
tus allows one wheel to go forward and 
the other to work backward, to 
be 
guided in places where 
the 
streets 
have sharp curves. The motor propul­ 
sion of both the pump and the car has 
two cylinders, with 
the 
so-called 
Stephenson disposition. 
The pump is 
a two-cylinder machine. The fuel can 
be either coal or petroleum; but pet­ 
roleum is found much more conveni­ 
ent, as the stoker only turns the tap 
on and the flame is immediately work­ 
ing. 


Five firemen and a stoker can be ac­ 
commodated on the car, which, so lad­ 
en, can run as a mean speed of 15 1-2 
miles per hour, although on a smooth 
road and with no obstacles in the way 
of other traffic it has run easily at the 
rate of 22 miles. 
Experiments have 
shown that the car can deliver 950 
quarts of water per minute at a suffi­ 
cient height. The machine, when run­ 
ning, requires 30 horsepower, and the 
pump 25 horsepower.--Harper's Week­ 
ly.

AN AUTO FIRE ENGINE. 


With Which the Milan Fire Brigade 
Is Experimenting. 


The Milan fire brigade has also ex- 
perimented recently with a steam au- 
tomobile pumping engine bought re- 
cently from a firm In Saxony. 
The 
chassis, a U-shaped frame, resting on 
springs attached to the axles, carries 
the boiler, the motor, and the mech- 
anisms for the propulsion of the 
car 
and for the pump. 
The rear wheels 
of the engine have a diameter of 3 feet. 
The front wheels have solid 
India- 
rubber tires, while the large 
wheels 
have double solid tires. 


A special friction differential appara- 
tus allows one wheel to go forward and 
the other to work backward, to 
be 
guided in places where 
the 
streets 
have sharp curves. 
The motor propul- 
sion of both the pump and the car has 
two 
cylinders, 
with 
the 
so-called 
Stephenson disposition. 
The pump is 
a two-cylinder machine. 
The fuel can 
be either coa.l or petroleum; but pet- 
roleum is found much more conveni- 
ent, as the stoker only turns the tap 
on and the fiame is Immediately work- 
ing. 


Five firemen and a stoker can be ac- 
commodated on the car, which, so lad- 
en, can run as a mean speed of 15 1-2 
miles per hour, although on a smooth 
road and with no obstacles in the way 
of other trafile it has run easily at the 
rato of 22 miles. 
Experiments have 
shown that the car can deliver 950 
quarts of water per minute at a sulll- 
cient height. 
The machine, when run- 
ning, requires 30 horsepower, and the 
pump 25 horsepower.--Harper's Week- 
ly.
